Saturday Morning, May 1, 1869. 

We havo bcforo ua lour sid.08 of 
leather. One iB branded with tho 
naiEO of Jules Dodot and cost about 
$8 75, laid down in Victoria ; bat it 
paid duty in America on oocount of 
there being no direct shipments to this 
port from France. The second is a 
French skin, and oost six dollarB. 
Tho third is English, and can be had 
lor four dollars ; the fourth was manu- 
factured on tho island. (Skins tanned 
hero vary in prico from $3 50 to §5 50 
each.) Jules Dodot's skin will make 
about three pairs of fronts for boots, 
and is only used for tho best work. 
The inland-made loather is chiefly 
used for milking "backs," boys' boots 
and inferior work. Tho quostion 
urines, why should Julos Dodot's 
leather o^vor our feot in place of tho 
material of tho country ? The answer 
is, that Jules Dodot manufactures a 
bottor article. Tho Colony having 
abundance of bides and plenty of 
tanning material iu the shapo of oak, 
aldoi and homlock, ought to bo ablo to 
mako Jules Dodot loss fashionablo; 
and having plenty of brains (as well 
of men as of animals) to dress the 
tanned bides, it would cot bo vory 
diffioult to do so. We have Julos 
Dodot on our foet and probably "on 
the brain" also, juBt now. We know 
very well that oountry-mado leathor 
finds a ready sale, but we would ask 
our tannere to ondeavor to equal if not 
to boat Jules Dodot and other French 
or English brands — four dollars extra 
per skiu being, at all events, a vory 
good inducement to try. Tanning puys 
now ; it would pay better if greater 
exertions woro put forth, particularly 
aa most of tho operations connected 
with tanning can be performed by 
Indian or other cheap labor. This 
Colony ought not pay $10,529 per an- 
num for importod leathor and send 
away raw hides to other placos for 
manufacture. Wo beliovo seal and 
whale ekiuB would produce a valuable 
articlo, and loather made from deer- 
skins would not bo despised by those 
■whom corns plague and bunions tor- 
tuie. There is, however, oven a 
pleasant aide to this importation of 
leather, whether it comos from Julos 
Dodot or anyone olne. Wo mean its 
manufacture into boots and shoes by 
colonial workmen. Let us suppose 
?8000 wor h of the leathor is imported 
to bo made into bocts : it represents 
twelve hundred Bkins or about four 
thouiand pairs of boots made by our 
workmen per annum. Add to this tho 
quantity manufactured from colonial 
leather and wo may form sumo idou 
ot the extent of home manufacture it 
would only requiro tho permanent em- 
ployment all tho year round of 
thirty men to do tho work, and the 
Taluo of the labour would be thirty 
thousand dollars. How many wculd 
be employod in making tho leathor 
we are not prepared to estimate; 
but the number employed just now iu 
the manufacture of boots, shoes and 
leathor is about forty. Tho imported 
boots and leather excood unnual'y in 
Taluo 8120,000. If these were manu- 
factured in tho Colony, employment 
would be given to one hundred and 
fifty families, and tho Colony bo tboro- 
by $120,000 richer by that moans 
alono. The duty instead of being paid 
to tho Government would bo given to 
tho manufacturers ; so, if the people 
wish to pay a loss tax to tho govern- 
ment, let tbom use homo manufacture. 
It appoars not a little singular that 
whilo the labor of one huudrod and fifty 
men would mako tho country richer 
by $120,000 pcrannum.it would appa- 
rently make tho Government poorer 
by $20,000 per annum, or at tho rat 
of $133 for ovory man omployod. The 
introduction, however, ol so much do- 
mestic labor would do nothing of tho 
kind, for if oaoh man oarnod, say, 
$1000 per annum, ho would apond 
nearly that amount por year, and it 
spent in homo productions each man 
would support another family— and so 
on ; so that if tho Colony manufac- 
tured tho boots, shoos and leathor now 
imported, it would onftblo (say) lour 
hundrod additional pooplo to live 
profitably in tho country, Now, aa 
most of tho capital created would ulti- 
mately, aitor having been omployod at 
homo in various ways, puss out of tho 
country in oxohango for artiolos that 
tho Colony does not produco but ro« 
quires, the government would not only 
reooivo tho duty upon .their introduc. 
tion, but would also bo reooiving an 
income from tho four hundrod addi- 
tional persons in tho Colony, not on 
account of their boots and shoes, but 
from other urticlcB usod und roquirod. 



To sell tho imported bootB, shoos and 
loather would not require more than 
half a score of pooplo ; tho proGt do. 
rived by that ton would not probably 
bo muoh groator than than that gained 
by tho manfaoturer ; there would bo 
as muoh or ovon more selling then 
than now, but insiead of ten people in 
the Colony, thero might be four buu- 
dred employed. In the first case the 
cuoDoy would pass rapidly out of the 
country ; in the other, it would be, a§ 
it wore, intercepted and made to do 
other duty and support other produc- 
tive intoroste. II legislation, then, 
can oncourago the rise and growth of 
manufactures and enrich and help to 
build up tho country by increasing the 
number of that most valuable and most 
roquirod commodity, a produolive 
population, it will bo tho duly as well 
of tho govornmont as of tho people to 
enoourage homo production, bocauso it 
i s the peoplo themselves who must 
make, and who are tho country. Tie 
pooplu must bo brought to feel that 
thoy and their children aro to be per* 
manently part of tho country — that it 
is thoir couniry — their homo j that 
like homo should bo mado as comfort* 
ablo as possible, and that they must do 
something to mako it comfortable. Tho no- 
tion that they aro hero simply to make 
money and then fly oil to spend it else- 
where, must not be encouraged. It is 
ruinous to progress, destructive to patri- 
otism. The encouragement ol somo homo 
productions will not prevent free trade 
in a great rauny foreign ones. On the 
contrary, it will be a lever to assist 
it; the importer of foreign goods and tho 
manufacturer or producer of domestic 
stuff's can go hand-in- hand and each help 
to build up the country, his home, in his 
own peculiar way and be satisfied. More 
real and enduring benefit would accrue to 
the country by following out such a 
course, than by aiming simply at the ex- 
change of tho natural productions of the 
Colony for foreign manufactured otes; 
nay, by creating capital by labour wo 
are producers at once of the means of do 
veloping our natural resources and origi- 
nating other productive industries. The 
educers of our mineral riches should, as 
they do, support domestic producers. 
Whilst, then, wo ask our tauners to strive 
to improve tho quality of homo mannfac" 
tured leathor, aud so euable tho boot and 
shoemaker to make Colonial boots with 
Colonial material and Colonial labor, 
we must also ask the c°nsumer to pat 
ronisc to tho utmost oxtoot home manu- 
factures and productions, and so mutually 
and reciprocally work together to build 
up the country by making it advantage- 
ous for a large number of people to live 
therein. Employment and the profitable 
disposal of the products of labor aro the 
best inducements to encourage and oc- 
casion au iucreaso of laboring population. 
Fiir-K Thaue in certai» European pro- 
ductions will profit the mercantile com" 
munity and encourage them. Let the 
Colony shape its course to offer both. 
It can — it must bo done — for the country 
is suffering now as much from a one-idea 
policy as it did in tho days of unadul* 
terated Free Trade.

Creek ! 



CARIBOO NEWS TO APRIL 22. 

Tbe steamer Enterprise, Capt. Swanson, 
arrived at 8 o'clock lout eveciag from New 
Westminster, bringing fifteen passengers 
andaBmall Uariboo express and mail, Mr. 
Barrell, late Manager for the Bank ol British 
North America at Cariboo, Mr. Juhuson, 
Kootenay lExpressraan, Mr. U. Nelson, were 
omoDg the passengers. The news from the 
Lower River is unimportant. 

Mr, Johnson lelt the new digging! on 
Parry Creek on the 12th Apri 1 , and has 
placed us under obligations for the following 
intelligence ; 

PERRY CRKEK, 

The weather was beidoDiDg to be favorable 
and mining generally was fairly started. 
Twooty-eix companies were at work at date 
doiog well. Shaw Co struck a nugget worth 
$80 ; Downey Co, a $28 piece. The results 
•valued by the lolloping companies three 
days previous to arrival : Downey Co, 50oz ; 
Montgomery Co, averaged lOoz per day ; the 
Jewelars Shop, §128 per share for 3 dayo' 
work ; Price, $120 per share io same time ; 
and others from an ounce per day up. Num- 
ber of shafts wero being sunk, nona had 
atruck bed rook, although a depth of 38ft' 
had been obtained. The mining at present is 
all confined to the canon and extends a dis- 
tance of ten miles; but above this place 

-•will be a large amount of work done this 
ensuing season, the ground being located for 
four miles or more. There were between 
four and five hundred men on the creek.
